GET GO-AHEAD

DEVELOPERS will have to in¬ 
vestigate issues with under¬ 
ground gas before works can 
start on transforming a dis¬ 
used quarry into a residential 
area of more than 280 homes. 

FCC Environment has been given 
the go-ahead to proceed with a 30- 
year masterplan to fill in the Edwin 
Richards Quarry at Rowley Regis and 
build 281 homes on its southern edge. 

But the developer has admitted there is work 
to be done before construction can begin to en¬ 
sure that the site can be built upon. 

Concerns were raised at a meeting of 
Sandwell Council’s planning committee that 
there were issues surrounding gas emissions 
from the site. 

The quarry has been used for landfill in re¬ 
cent years with household waste having gone 
into the ground. This will be removed and re¬ 
placed with soil and non-hazardous materials 
as part of the development process. 

It is hoped the gaping hole that is the quarry 
will eventually become a green space to be used 
by residents of the new homes. 

FCC Environment said the development 
would regenerate the land and extend Rowley 
Regis. Bosses have also said it is not ‘practical, 
sustainable or desirable’ to leave the site as it 
is. But Dave Molland, from FCC Environment, 
admitted there were problems to be overcome. 

He said: “There is a gas issue that has been 
ongoing for a while and we are in discussions 
about where the gas is coming from. There will 
have to be a phase of study on the site to look 
at the ground conditions and assess gas migra¬ 
tion.” 

Lorries 

Mr Molland added: “This application is an 
outline, the principle of it. There are a lot of 
details to be finalised and there is a lot more 
work to do.” 

A huge waste management facility would be 
built on the site in order to manage the tens of 
thousands of tonnes of soil. Some 6,000 tons of 
materials would be driven to the site in lorries 
every week. A gas utilisation plant and a waste 
vehicle depot would also be set up. 

The outline plans were approved by coun¬ 
cillors after they had visited the 100,000 sq 
ft quarry ahead of their meeting. Experts at 
FCC said the quarry poses provides ‘health and 
safety management issues’ in its current state. 

The homes could be built by the beginning of 
the next decade but the overall project to fill in 
the quarry would take up to 30 years.

Call for a full review 
after hospital blunders 


THREE separate blunders re¬ 
ported by health chiefs running 
a hospital in the Black Country 
have prompted a MP to call for a 
full review — to ensure that les¬ 
sons are learned for the future. 

In one case, a mother had to go un¬ 
der the knife for a second time to re¬ 
move a swab left inside her following 
a Caesarean section. 

The three ‘never events’ were recorded 
by Sandwell and West Birmingham Hospi¬ 
tal NHS Trust in the past three months. 
The trust, which runs Sandwell Hospital, 
City Hospital, in Birmingham, and Rowley 
Regis Hospital, said it had been ‘open’ with 
patients over their mistakes. 

Halesowen and Rowley Regis MP James 
Morris called the incidents ‘very serious 
mistakes’ and urged action to discover the 
cause. 

The Carew Quality Commission, which 
told the trust it ‘requires improvement’ in 
a recent report, said it would be holding 
talks with the trusts after the botched pro¬ 
cedures came to light. 

Health bosses revealed that in one of the 
‘never events’ a patient had the wrong kid¬ 
ney treated for kidney stones. 

Preventable 

The incident involving the new mother’s 
second operation occurred at City Hospital. 
They revealed another patient was anaes¬ 
thetised for an operation on the wrong limb 
at Sandwell Hospital. 

‘Never events’ are preventable serious 
incidents that has the potential to cause 
serious harm or death. 

Mr Morris said: “These incidents are 
very serious mistakes, and full reviews 
need to take place to ensure that this does 
not happen again. I welcome the trust’s 
honesty in reporting these ‘never events’ 
openly and I’m assured that the neces¬ 
sary steps will be taken to protect patients 
against preventable mistakes.” 

Medical director Richard Stedman said: 
“Never events should not happen and yet 
we know that they can and do occur in NHS 
organisations across the West Midlands. 
Staff worked hard to achieve over 400 days 
here with no never events. I am very con¬ 
fident we can continue to make changes to 
reduce the risk of their occurrence.” 


Pub campaigners toast success

Campaigners who secured pro¬ 
tection for a Halesowen pub are 
celebrating after developers ran 
out of time to appeal. 

A review took place after the 
Haden Cross in Halesowen Road 
was listed by Sandwell Council 
as an Asset of Community Value 
(ACV). Pub owner, Jersey-based 
property developer New River 
Retail, had requested an internal 
review of the decision, which as 
owner it has a legal right to do. 

Last month Sandwell Council 


confirmed its decision to list the 
pub and car park, as an ACV, which 
allows the community to put to¬ 
gether a bid should it go up for sale. 

The owner had a month to ap¬ 
peal the decision, which has now 
expired without a bid being lodged. 

Friends group chairman Tim 
Haskey said: “Congratulation to all 
Friends of the Haden Cross. New 
River are now out of time to appeal 
our ACV.” 

The Haden Cross was the first 
pub in Sandwell to be given ACV 


status. New River Retail has de¬ 
clined to comment on the council’s 
decision. 

Meanwhile, more than 300 
people signed a petition against 
New Retail plans to build a Co-op 
store on the site of the Maypole in 
Bassnage Road, Halesowen. 

A campaign has been launched 
to save the pub from demolition 
after an application went to Dud¬ 
ley Council. 

New River Retail bought 200 
pubs from Marston’s in 2013. 


Raids seize 
11,000 fake 
cigarettes 
across city 

ILLEGAL cigarettes worth nearly 
£3,000 have been seized in a series of 
raids on shops in Birmingham. 

Trading standards officers and a team 
of sniffer dogs struck at stores, off-li¬ 
cences and a cafe across the city. They 
confiscated a total of 11,320 individual 
cigarettes from six premises - with more 
than half taken from just one shop. 

Monday’s raids were part of a crack¬ 
down on the sale of illicit tobacco. These 
are products which have either been 
smuggled in, illegally produced or for 
which no duty has been paid. 

Trading standards said the products 
will be destroyed. The names of the 
businesses have not been revealed at 
this stage of the investigation. 

Crime 

Councillor Barbara Dring, chairman 
of the city council’s licensing and public 
protection committee, said: “These raids 
have successfully taken around £3,000 
worth of illegal tobacco out of circula¬ 
tion, which we believe has strong links 
with wider criminal activity and brings 
crime into our neighbourhoods. This is 
why it’s important to clamp down on it. 

“Those involved in dealing in illegal 
tobacco may be encouraging people, in¬ 
cluding children, to smoke by providing 
a cheap source. Selling illegal tobacco 
is a crime which also impacts on those 
businesses that are trading legally. 

“Seizures were made at six premises 
and offenders need to know that they 
will face consequences if they choose to 
deal in these illegal products.” 

Mental health 
pledge by MP 

AN MP has said he will act as a ‘cham¬ 
pion for mental health’ after being 
re-elected to chair a cross party group. 

James Morris, Conservative MP for 
Halesowen and Rowley Regis, will con¬ 
tinue to chair the All-Party Parliamen¬ 
tary Group on Mental Health. He has 
has chaired the group since 2013 and 
played an influential role in helping 
shape mental health policy. 

“Most people would agree that mental 
health has sometimes been the Cinder¬ 
ella service in the NHS, underfunded 
and not given the same priority as other 
health conditions,” said Mr Morris. “I 
have helped publish a report into ‘parity 
of esteem’ which has highlighted recom¬ 
mendations for the Government. I will 
also ensure that the Government fulfils 
its commitments on mental health.” 

£5m revamp will 
create 150 jobs 

A £5 million revamp of a Black Country 
retail park has been given the go-ahead 
by Sandwell planners. Quadrant Estates 
has been given planning permission to 
give Wednesbury’s Gallagher Retail 
Park a facelift including three new res¬ 
taurants creating around 150 jobs.

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Australian 
firm selling 
its half of 
Merry Hill 

QUEENSLAND Investment Corpora¬ 
tion is selling its 50 per cent stake in 
Merry Hill for around £500 million. 

The Aussie firm bought its share in 
the huge shopping complex from for¬ 
mer owners Westfield, an Australian 
shopping centres group, for £524m in 
February 2007. 

The stake is expected to formally 
come to market later this month and 
QIC has appointed leading commer¬ 
cial property consultants CBRE to 
handle the sale. 

The shopping centre, now re¬ 
branded as intu Merry Hill, is run 
by Intu Properties, which bought the 
other 50 per cent stake in March last 
year for £407.5m from Westfield. 

Mike Butterworth, chief operating 
officer of Intu, said: “We are aware 
of QIC’s plans to sell its half share 
of intu Merry Hill. The change has 
no implications for intu’s ownership, 
management or future strategy and 
we look forward to working with a 
new investor. 

Customers 

“Within the centre, for our custom¬ 
ers, retailers and restaurants, it is 
business as usual.” 

Merry Hill has 1.4m sq ft of retail 
space on two levels with 214 shop 
units and a further 3000 sq ft of other 
retail space. Its 290 stores and shops 
attracts around 25 million shopping 
visits each year.. 

QIC, created in 1991 by the 
Queensland government, holds nu¬ 
merous other retail assets mainly in 
Australia.

NIP leads campaign to 
halt enterprise zone 


MORE than 3,600 people have 
signed petitions against controver¬ 
sial plans to create an enterprise 
zone next to the M5 in Halesowen. 

Dudley Council has agreed to investi¬ 
gate the possibility of transforming land 
bordering Manor Way and the motorway 
into a hub for businesses. 

But there are fears the development site 
could incorporate part of the green belt. 

An online petition called Save Halesowen’s 
Countryside has been signed by more than 
3,090 people. Halesowen and Rowley Regis MP 
James Morris also launched a petition after 
concerns were raised by constituents, and it 
has more than 540 names. 

Dudley Council last week agreed to press 
ahead with plans to develop more than 200 
acres of land bordering Manor Way and the 
motorway into a new hub for businesses, which 
they say could create up to 6,000 jobs. 

New firms could also be able to take advan¬ 
tage of incentives offered by being part of the 
enterprise zone, such as tax breaks. 

But campaigners fear a stretch of green belt 
will be swallowed up by the scheme which has 
been modelled on the i54 on the Wolverhamp¬ 
ton and South Staffordshire border. 

The Halesowen Abbey Trust has attacked 
the plans saying the area is ‘historic country¬ 
side that Dudley Council are seriously threat¬ 
ening’. 

Proposals 

Dudley Council has stressed that no final 
decisions have been made and that they are 
merely exploring the proposals at present. 

MP Mr Morris said: “We have launched this 
petition so that the people of Halesowen can 
demonstrate to Dudley Council how wrong 
they are with these proposals. 

“Our local greenbelt is something we should 
be preserving for future generations, not con¬ 
demning to large scale development. This par¬ 
ticular site is bordering the Halesowen Abbey 
ruins, which is an important part of our local 
heritage. I encourage all of Halesowen’s resi¬ 
dents to demonstrate their feelings and sign 
this petition.” 

Dudley development boss Councillor Khur- 
shid Ahmed said it was important to look at 
the ‘bigger picture’ of the region’s economy 
and promised ‘detailed consultation’ with local 
people.

Council to cover costs 
of victims' funerals 


THE funerals of three generations of a Black 
Country family who were killed in the Tuni¬ 
sia terror attack will be paid for by Sandwell 
Council. 

The gesture comes as it was revealed memorials 
will be placed at the Banks’s Stadium in tribute to 
the three Saddlers fans - Adrian Evans, his father

Council leader Darren 
Cooper revealed that the 
authority would cover burial 
fees and other funeral costs 
for the victims. 

Adrian Evans, from Bil- 
ston, worked for Sandwell 
Council. Councillor Cooper 
said it was ‘the least we 
could do’. The gesture is 
expected to save the family 
around £5,000. 

He said: “We have spoken 
to the funeral directors and 
it has been agreed between 
the council and the co-oper¬ 
ative to waiver the fees for 
the burial and the funeral 
for the family.” 

Silence 

The funerals are expected 
to take place in the next few 
weeks. 

They were among 30 
British holidaymakers shot 
dead by gunman Seifeddine 
Rezgui on a beach and in a 
hotel at the resort of Sousse. 

More than 2,000 people 
observed a minute’s silence 
for 19-year-old Joel, Patrick, 
aged 78, both from Wednes- 
bury, and Adrian, 49, at the 
council house in Oldbury 
on Friday — and thousands

more joined a nationwide si¬ 
lence for all the victims. 

A separate service was 
held at Walsall’s Banks’s 
Stadium, which was at¬ 
tended by Joel’s brother 
Owen Richards, aged 16, 
who survived the attack, 
and his mother Suzanne. 

The victims were Saddlers 
fans and hundreds of sup¬ 
porters paid their respects 
along with Walsall manager 
Dean Smith and the first 
team squad on what was 
designated a national day 
of mourning. The service 
and minute silence was held 
amid a sea of scarves, flow¬ 
ers and tributes. 

A statement on the official 
Walsall FC Facebook page 
thanked the football family 
for the tributes and said 
memorial bricks will be put 
outside the stadium. On the 
club’s Facebook page, Joel’s 
mother Suzanne also said 
thank you for kind words 
of support: “On behalf of 
my family, a big thank you. 
Walsall FC did my son, dad 
and brother proud.”

Tributes 
to nurse 
killed in 
accident 

TRIBUTES have been paid 
to a hospital nurse who died 
after being thrown from his 
motorbike in a crash on his 
way to work in Dudley. 

Christian Hugh Davies - 
known as Hugh - was hailed 
as ‘caring and courageous’. 

The 50-year-old died after 
his Honda was involved in a 
collision with a white van, 
around a mile from Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital where he 
worked. 

The crash happened on 
Pedmore Road at the junc¬ 
tion with The Gateway just 
before 7pm on June 30 and 
police are appealing for wit¬ 
nesses. 

Tributes have been paid 
to Mr Davies, a charge nurse 
who had worked at the hos¬ 
pital since 1991. His partner 
Julie Adams said: “Hugh is 
the love of my life, my best 
friend and my soul mate. He 
is the best thing that ever 
happened to me and made 
me laugh every day.” Mr 
Davies’ daughter Tanaya, 
19, described her dad as her 
hero and said that he was ‘a 
caring, courageous and very 
cheeky man’. 

Mr Davies lived in Am- 
blecote having grown up in 
Kingswinford. It is under¬ 
stood staff across the Dud¬ 
ley Group NHS Foundation 
Trust were observing a min¬ 
ute’s silence in his memory. 
A book of condolence had 
been opened at the hospital. 

The driver of the van was 
spoken to at the scene. Any¬ 
one who witnessed the colli¬ 
sion is urged to call Sgt Alan 
Wood on 101.

Good time 
to serve up 
bad news 
in budget? 

ON Wednesday, as the nation becomes 
engulfed in Ashes fever, and while tennis 
fans watch some strange little tourna¬ 
ment down in London, the Chancellor will 
deliver what is widely expected to be one 
of this toughest budgets to date.

French village tribute 
to heroic pilot George 

A community in Normandy has 
shown its respect at the grave 
of a brave pilot for 70 years, 

ROBERT COX reports

AMID the atrocities of war are sto¬ 
ries of remarkable human kind¬ 
ness. 

Among them is the heart-warming tale 
of the determination of a French commu¬ 
nity to honour an RAF pilot from Kinver, 
who died when his plane was shot down 
over their rural hamlet in Normandy. 

Pilot Officer George Boucher was aged just 
21 when he was shot down on August 5, 1944, 
crash landing near Caligny, which has a popu¬ 
lation of fewer than 1,000 people. 

Among them was Claude Pailleux. He went 
immediately to the wreck, which had been 
surrounded, he later recalled, by around 100 
German soldiers. 

After a long process of negotiation, and at 
the risk of reprisal, he convinced them to let 
him take the body for burial. 

In a 1946 letter, Claude wrote: “The plane 
came down in flames in a field of beetroot. The 
pilot however had time to jump by parachute, 
but without doubt too near the ground, for it 
had hardly opened. On the morrow - Sunday - 
we were able to make him a coffin of oak by a 
local carpenter to bury him worthily. 

Liberated 

“We buried him at the foot of a little shrine 
at the edge of a highway in the hamlet of 
Caligny. Around 100 people were present at 
the funeral at 3pm in the afternoon. 

“He was buried in a shroud and a score or so 
of wreaths were placed there. He was therefore 
buried with all the respect due to his courage.” 

Caligny was liberated by the 11th British 
Armoured Division on August 16,11 days after 
George was killed. 

In the letter to George’s parents, Claude 
promised them he would take care of George’s 
grave, a promise which the Pailleux family and 
their community have kept ever since. 

This was in keeping with the wish of 
George’s mother that her son’s remains should 
stay where they were buried in Caligny rather 
than being transferred to a military cemetery. 


A close friendship has since grown between 
the two families. The Boucher family first vis¬ 
ited George’s grave in the 1960s and have been 
travelling to the area regularly since. 

This culminated last month in the unveiling 
of a memorial plaque, telling George’s story, 
on the wall of the chapel next to his grave. 

The plaque includes details of his remarka¬ 
ble military career and how the insistence of a 
Frenchman ensured he got a dignified burial. 

Nearly two years earlier, in October 1943, 
George had made a forced landing in northern 
France, in the Pas-de-Calais region, after his 
plane was damaged while attacking a train in 
occupied territory. 

In a letter he explained how he was saved 
by the French Resistance, so he could return 
home to continue the war against the Nazis. 

He wrote about the aftermath of that crash 
landing, explaining: “I ran on to a road, 
on which was a Frenchman in a cart. I had 


learned French at school and spoke to him. He 
said he could not help me but told me to hide 
in the hedge. 

“About an hour after the crash three Ger¬ 
man soldiers arrived and mounted guard over 
the aircraft, and I learned afterwards that two 
lorries loaded with soldiers went round the 
roads in the district.” 

With the help of the French Resistance, 
George avoided capture and survived a long 
and hazardous journey through France to neu¬ 
tral Spain, returning to England to fly again. 

The plaque was paid for after the Boucher 
family managed to raise £1,655 in donations 
from family and friends. George’s nephew, 
Mike Boucher, travelled to the unveiling cer¬ 
emony with brother David and those who had 
helped with the appeal. 

He said: “The ceremony itself was a won¬ 
derful occasion but, as I said in my address on 
the day, the grave has been tended ever since 


George was buried in 1944. Claude Pailleux’s 
widow is still alive. We sort of grew up with 
her family. 

“The grave is very unusual in that it is on 
its own and people may get the feeling it is 
forgotten but it is not. It is a wonderful story 
associated with it.” 

Mr Boucher, who is the assistant head¬ 
teacher at Summerhill School in Kingswin- 
ford, says his family are immensely grateful to 
those from the French Resistance who helped 
George and, of course, to the people of Caligny. 

He added: “For Claude to have negotiated 
a burial with German soldiers in the middle 
of the Normandy campaign takes some doing. 
His sister Jacqueline later became the prime 
carer for the grave for 30 or 40 years. Then 
the mayor of Caligny gave the promise the 
community would always look after the grave, 
which has been kept by all the mayors since.”

to have a few less buildings to worry 
about — and closing them ah down. 

Before this happens, I challenge 
our councillors to come up with a ht- 
for-purpose solution to a problem of 
their own making. I challenge them to 
implement a solution that won’t lead 
to our historic market town becoming 
just another fun loving ‘re-vitalised’ 
charity shop centre.

We 
no longer feel pain, discomfort, fatigue or distress — we 
merely inconvenience our employers by, for no apparent 
reason, absenting ourselves from our place of work. 

So no more need for the cumbersome, weighty and ex¬ 
pensive NHS. The medical profession has been eclipsed by 
the altogether more streamlined and efficient power of the 
‘absence management’ movement. No blood or drugs for 
them, nor indeed any years of pointless expensive training. 
No, to defeat illness and sickness one only has to call it by 
another name, that name being ‘absence’, implying both 
absence of illness as well as absence from the workplace. 
Not since Orwell abolished ‘hatred’ by calling it ‘love’ has 
language been so effective and, in this case, so efficacious!

Jail put on 
hold over 
attack on 
paramedic 


A MAN who kicked a paramedic who was 
trying to give him medical assistance in a 
Black Country street has escaped an imme¬ 
diate stint behind bars. 

Aston Hamilton lashed out at a paramedic in Hope 
Street, West Bromwich, booting him in the shoulder 
as he tried to perform a pain stimuli test to check 


consciousness levels. 

At Sandwell Magistrates 
Court last week, Hamil¬ 
ton, aged 59, was jailed for 
12 weeks suspended for 12 
months after he had been 
found guilty of assault by 
beating. 

West Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance Service NHS Trust 
has welcomed the sentence 
and said that assaults 
against ambulance staff are 
‘completely unacceptable’. 

A medical team had ar¬ 
rived at the scene on June 
10 in response to a report 
that an unconscious man 
was lying in the street. 

When paramedics arrived 
they found Hamilton in the 
street and began to admin¬ 
ister first aid. On treating 
him they found that he was 
breathing normally and not 
in any danger. 

But when a paramedic at¬ 
tempted to carry out a pain

stimuli test by squeezing 
Hamilton’s finger, the de¬ 
fendant shouted at him and 
kicked out. One of the blows 
hit the victim’s shoulder, 
resulting in him requiring 
medical treatment. 

Police were alerted and 
Hamilton was arrested at 
the scene. As part of his 
conviction Hamilton, from 
Lozells, Birmingham, was 
ordered to pay £150 com¬ 
pensation, £350 costs and an 
£80 victim surcharge. 

Bindi Athwal, District 
Crown Prosecutor from 
West Midlands Crown Pros¬ 
ecution Service said: “Med¬ 
ics should be free to work 
without fear of being phys¬ 
ically or verbally assaulted, 
especially by those individ¬ 
uals like Aston Hamilton 
whom they are trying to 
help.”

Midlands needs 
more than JLR

IF the Midlands is to be the 
‘engine for growth’ so de¬ 
sired by the Chancellor, it’s 
going to need a lot more than 
Jaguar Land Rover at the i54 
to keep it from just ticking 
over. 

That is not to in any way belit¬ 
tle the £500 million investment on 
the South Staffordshire/Wolver¬ 
hampton border. 

But it does at times appear as though 
it’s the biggest, if not the only, show in 
town in an effort to show what’s being 
done to revive the economy. 

The letters JLR roll off the tongue 
of virtually every council leader, exec¬ 
utive or visiting minister wanting to 
talk up the achievements of the West 
Midlands. 

Worse 

The growth figures, of course, sug¬ 
gest this region is leading the way in 
improvement. It just had a much worse 
position to start from than many other 
areas when it came to unemployment. 
Replicating the JLR success is the 
dream for virtually every single coun¬ 
cil across the West Midlands. 

To do that, they want to embrace 
George Osborne’s ‘enterprise zones’ 
- designated development sites which 
come with relaxed planning laws and 
tax breaks. 

When it came to JLR at the i54, 
Wolverhampton and Staffordshire 
councils were able to team up and bor¬ 
row the money to do the £37 million 
worth of slip road extension work on 
the M54 - a major pulling factor for a 


car maker that needed good and quick 
access to the motorway network for 
its suppliers. 

Now Dudley Council has its own 
version of the i54 in its sights - more 
than 200 acres of land bordering 
Manor Way in Halesowen and the M5 
motorway. The dream is 6,000 jobs. 
The nightmare is the perceived threat 
to the green belt. 

The Halesowen Abbey Trust says 
there is ‘historic countryside that 
Dudley Council are seriously threat¬ 
ening’. Some of the Conservatives 
in Dudley agree with the opponents, 
including the Halesowen and Rowley 
Regis MP James Morris. 

He accompanied the Chancellor 
on a pre-election visit to Westley 
Plastics in Cradley Heath where Mr 
Osborne made his vow to create ap¬ 
prenticeships and enterprise zones. 
The problem may well be that the real 
big money spinners will want a blank 
canvas, and a massive one at that, to 
bring their new high end manufactur¬ 


ing sites to. The solution would be to 
split up the enterprise zone perks and 
spread them across multiple brown¬ 
field, derelict, former industrial sites 
which the Black Country has in abun¬ 
dance. 

No word yet from the Chancellor on 
the impending closure of Goodyear in 
Wolverhampton after nearly 90 years 
on the site. 

That’s odd, given how George Os¬ 
borne is so keen on the Midlands as an 
‘engine’. What about the tyres? 

The parallels between now and the 
late 1920s are striking. 

Back then, towns all over Britain 
were competing to get the tyre maker 
in. Wolverhampton won. Fast for¬ 
ward to today and enterprise zones 
are all about attractive incentives. 
Getting JLR was a fantastic coup. But 
the sad decline of Goodyear, where my 
grandfather worked shows the danger 
of putting all our eggs in one basket.

THE keys have been handed over as the finishing touches 
are made to a £2 million veterinary hospital in Oldbury. 
Building work is complete on the new PDSA Pet Hospital, 
in Wolverhampton Road, to replace its base in Quinton. 

The hospital will house operating theatres, a critical care 
ward and the latest diagnostic and surgical equipment. 

More than £lm has been raised to pay for the hospital, 
to be called The Marian and Christina Ionescu Centre of 
Surgical Excellence after a heart surgeon and a cardiolo¬ 
gist, both animal lovers, who made a significant donation. 

Charity officials are now making a final plea for support 
to secure the remain just under £300,000 needed to fit out 
the new hospital.

Frontman and group founder Jim Merris, 
now 51, said: “It is like a family. We had 
such a good time and we were good friends. 
It is going to be a brilliant night.” 

The group were formed in 1985 after Jim

was inspired by hit film The Blues Brothers 
starring Dan Ackroyd and John Belushi, 
which featured lots of straight-faced hu¬ 
mour, car chases and music from a host of 
soul, blues and jazz stars. 

“I was given a copy of the film by a friend 
and watched it four times in a row,” said 
Jim. He bought a Pontiac Parisienne car for 
£200 to have a big American-style car like 
those in the movies and determined to sing 
and play harmonica in a blues band. 

He was able to secure a slot at The Broad¬ 
way pub, in Norton, Stourbridge, and set 
about starting up a group featuring gui¬ 
tarist Iain Willetts, pianist Dave Crowley, 
Neil Spray son and a young Adrian Chiles 
on bass. 

“It was phenomenal. People absolutely 
loved it,” said Jim, who had met Adrian 
from Hagley at gigs in and around the 
Black Country. After just a handful of gigs, 


Adrian and Neil left the group for univer¬ 
sity. Drummer Neil Bullock, who is now 
one of the country’s top drummers, bass 
player Dave Green and Bob Pountney, who 
played trumpet, joined the group, and a few 
months later so did trombone player Paul 
Roberts — and he is travelling back from 
his home in Australia for the reunion. Sue 
Clarke sang with the group. 

The Broadway, JBs in Dudley and now 
demolished Stewponey roadhouse pub at 
Stourton were among their regular venues. 

After a couple of years they took on man¬ 
ager, Tony Perry. He had co-run the PMA 
agency based in Waterloo Road, Wolver¬ 
hampton, and had been a director of the 
Lafayette club in Wolverhampton as well as 
managing the band Trapeze, whose mem¬ 
bers went on to join Deep Purple, Black 
Sabbath and Whitesnake. 

They went on to find fame outside the 
Midlands, even even outside the UK, by 
performing at jazz and blues festivals. 
They played at the Royal Albert Hall with 
reggae star Desmond Dekker. In 1991 the 


band was invited by Chuck Berry to be ‘spe¬ 
cial guests’ on his UK tour. The band also 
played on the same bill as Robert Plantand 
Whitesnake’s Bernie Marsden even guested 
with the band in Birmingham. 

Father-of-two from Quarry Bank Jim is 
still gigging, with Big Jim’s Boogie Band, 
but he says their best gigs were at Stour¬ 
bridge Town Hall. “They were electric 
nights, jam-packed and there was always 
great banter,” he said. 

Latterly bassist Paul Turner performed 
with the group and now tours with Jamir- 
oquai, while saxophonist Rob Hughes has 
performed with ABC. 

The gig in September will also mark a 
moment to remember band member Dave 
Crowley who died 21 years ago in a moun¬ 
taineering accident on Snowdon. 

The concert at Stourbridge Town Hall 
on September 11 is a 30-year reunion and 
former manager Tony, of Finchfield, said: 
“It should be a great night, it is like them 
coming home.” Tickets are available online 
at Midland Box Office or call 0870 320 7000.

AFTER a 35-year absence from the UK stage, multi 
award-winning singer Bette Midler is back in Blighty.

Since releasing her first album The Divine Miss M in 1972, 
which won her first Grammy, Midler has become a global star 
as an actress, singer and comedienne.

But achieving success has not been an easy ride for the 
ambitious performer who left a factory job in Hawaii for the 
mean streets of New York as a teenager in the late ‘60s. She 
got a couple of roles on Broadway before developing her out¬ 
rageous cabaret act on the city’s gay scene, where her musical 
director was a then unknown pianist named Barry Manilow. 

“I started off as a girl wanting to be an actress but I was not 
the obvious choice so I focused on singing,” she says. Just as 
well, as the star of The Rose in 1979 went on to sell more than 
15 million records worldwide. But the 69-year-old says she is 
glad she is not starting out in the business now. 

“I would not even want to hazard it,” she explains. “The 
music business is so treacherous and crowded. There are peo¬ 
ple who can barely sing but that doesn’t stop them.” 

She added: “I discovered people in this business will hurt 
you. A lot of people cannot stand a woman with power and it 
was left for me to learn that you have to stand on your own 
two feet.”

Gigantic stone monuments more 
than 3,000 years old, each with beau¬ 
tifully carved artwork portraying an¬ 
cient kings and mysterious gods, with 
the bright colours still visible today. 

Three main temples created over a 1,300 
year period by powerful pharaohs with 
enormous brick walls covered with propa¬ 
ganda. Surrounded by stone sphinx, stat¬ 
ues to the kings and obelisks, the Temple 
of Karnak in Luxor, Egypt, is the largest 
temple complex ever built. 

The Valley of the Kings once boasted 
5,000 visitors a day. Today it struggles to 
reach 1,000 - but footfall is increasing with 
stability in this proud country. 

Venturing into Egypt can feel like enter¬ 
ing an untouched paradise. When strolling

past the ticket inspector at the entrance 
to King Ramesses II’s tomb, I’m told the 
queues used to snake around the entrance 
at the height of tourism. 

My trip with Red Sea Holidays started 
from Birmingham International Airport. 
Five hours is all it took to get into the new¬ 
ly-built terminal at Hurghada Airport. 

My accommodation was the 280-room 
five-star Makadi Spa Hotel. Within the 
complex there were five restaurants plus 
two international buffets. Bars surrounded 
each swimming pool at the hotel, which also 
had its own private beach just a two-minute 
walk away. 

But I wasn’t just there to relax as an 
adrenaline-fuelled quad biking excursion in 
the desert followed the next day, travelling 
for about 20 minutes before stopping off 


to visit a camp of desert natives called the 
Bedouin. They live in their own community 
away from the rest of Egypt and once one 
person leaves he can never come back. How¬ 
ever, they allow visitors to the camp, invite 
them in to look at a wide array of spiders, 
scorpions and snakes in an animal centre, 
and give them bumpy camel rides. 

Vibrant 

After lunch at an international res¬ 
taurant and dinner at the hotel’s steak 
diner, we trekked out to the port area of 
Hurghada. It had a vibrant feel about it and 
we ended up in Friends bar for some drinks 
and a smoke of shisha. 

I set off the following day on a snor¬ 
kelling trip. But as the sun came down, I 
headed for Orange Bay - an unbelievable 
sight of long white beaches with a shallow 
bay which stretched out for more than 200 


metres. The afternoon flew by before we 
returned for the best meal of the trip - a 
Lebanese restaurant called Tarbush at the 
neighbouring Grand Makadi Hotel and 
watched the night go by with traditional 
Egyptian dancers. 

The next morning I visited Karnack Tem¬ 
ple and the Valley of the Kings and later 
joined the five-star MS Grand Rose a cruise 
boat on the River Nile in Esna, which set 
off on a three- hour cruise, while I sipped 
cocktails and relaxed on top deck. 

The evening was finished off with a meal 
in the ship’s own restaurant, followed by 
more drinks on the top deck and a luxury 
overnight stay in a cabin. 

Back at base, I slipped into the swimming 
pool at the neighbouring Sunwing Hotel’s 
waterpark and even tried some of the water 
slides. When I returned, flying back to Lon¬ 
don Gat wick, knowing I had tasted heaven.

Inside the incredible 
world of identical twins 


W e always agree, don’t we? 
We’ve got the same ideas. 

We often have the same 
dreams. We always have the same 
thoughts. It’s like talking to the same 
person. It’s like we’re one brain. 

That’s the thoughts of Christie and 
Louise Miller, and probably sums up 
what most people think being a twin is 
like - that shared experience and, 
possibly, a kind of psychic connection. 

For those of us whose siblings were 
born years apart just don’t understand 
what nine months of sharing a womb 
can mean. We may be boring and 
mundane, but at least nobody knows 
what we’re thinking 24/7 - because 
that would be a bad thing, right? 

Not according to those featured in 
this fascinating documentary, which 
introduces viewers to a variety of 
twins from different backgrounds who 
have extraordinary stories to tell. 

Among them is Anais Bordier, who 
grew up in Paris after being adopted 
by a French couple, but discovered 
she had a twin sister living in Los 
Angeles after seeing footage of her 
online. 


“I assumed someone had just 
posted a video of me online,” she 
says. “When I watched it, I realised it 
wasn’t me, but I was like, ‘who’s that?”’ 

It was, in fact, Samantha Futimar, 
an actress who had appeared in 
Memoirs of a Geisha. The girls shared 
the same birthday and had been born 
in South Korea. They eventually met in 
London. 

“I think we spent five minutes 
looking at our teeth, and our nose and 
our eyebrows and hands,” smiles 
Anais. “Getting our DNA results was 
the last stitch in the pillow. Knowing 
that everything we’d hoped for, and 
already knew, was actually true.” 

Brenda and Bonnie Bowers were 
identical twin girls who grew up 
together in America’s mid-west. 

‘All our activities were together and 
people looked at us as a unit,” reveals 
Brenda, who is seven minutes 
younger than her sibling. “We did have 
the same tastes. If I didn’t like 
something, I’m positive Bonnie didn’t 
like it either. I always knew where she 
stood, what she was thinking and 
feeling.” 


Despite that close bond, Brenda 
was stunned when Bonnie initially 
came out as a lesbian, then opted for 
gender reassignment. They now claim 
the choice made by Bonnie - who 
renamed himself Aiden - has, in fact, 
brought them even closer together. 

“We grabbed on for dear life, to go 
through this together. It made me hold 
on even more to the idea that we’re 
twins. I can easily say it’s just a name 
change. There’s that core connection 
that can’t be broken.” 

Other siblings featured here include 
Malcolm and Andrew. Now toddlers, 
their bond proved useful when Andrew 
alerted his parents to the fact that 
Malcolm was struggling to breathe. 

Tim and James Brown from 
Liverpool both suffered kidney 
problems as toddlers, but only James 
recovered fully. 

Luckily, Tim had a ready-made 
kidney donor available, thanks to his 
brother James, when he desperately 
needed a transplant. 

The differences between twins may 
be small, but it is not unusual for twins 
to react differently to illness.

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Three VWs 
to get new 
ultra-frugal 
engines

UK order books are now open for a raft of 
new ultra-frugal petrol models in the Golf 
hatchback, Estate and SV. Powered by a new 
three-cylinder 1.0-litre 115 PS turbocharged 
petrol engine, the new Golf TSI BlueMotion 
returns 65.7 mpg on the combined cycle with 
C02 emissions of just 99 g/km. 

Also available for the first time with a BlueMotion 
engine is the option of a DSG automatic gearbox. 
These cars combine the economy benefits of a die¬ 
sel with the upfront price benefits of a petrol, with the 
Golf Match TSI BlueMotion costing £19,740 recom¬ 
mended price on-the-road. 

The first deliveries of these cars are due in Sep¬ 
tember. 

At the heart of the TSI BlueMotion is a 1.0-litre (999 cc) 
three-cylinder turbocharged TSI engine from the EA211 se¬ 
ries. This generates 115 PS from 5,000 to 5,500 rpm; stand¬ 
still to 62 mph takes 9.7 seconds while top speed is 127 
mph. 

With 200 Nm, the TSI BlueMotion has the highest specif¬ 
ic torque of any large-scale production series of petrol en¬ 
gines. This is available from 2,000 rpm, though 150 Nm is 
already delivered from just 1,500 rpm. 

Combined economy for the Golf hatchback is 65.7 mpg 
with C02 emissions of 99 g/km for both the six-speed 
manual and seven-speed DSG versions. Such economy is 
achieved through substantial engine development as well 
as a number of aerodynamic measures. 

By lowering the chassis by 15 mm, adapting the radia¬ 
tor grille, optimising the cooling airflow and fitting special 
underfloor panels and a rear spoiler, the Golf TSI BlueMo- 
tion’s Cd value has been reduced to 0.28 (from 0.29 in the 
standard Golf). 

The car also features super low rolling resistance tyres. 
While this improvement may sound modest, it should be 
noted that in developing the seventh generation Golf, en¬ 
gineers made a 10 per cent improvement in aerodynamics.

Kuszczak, who made 13 appearances and kept six 
clean sheets last season when Ikeme was injured, a 
offered a one-year deal by Wolves.

Jackett said: “I was disappointed he didn’t sign 
but obviously Tomasz was looking for a longer con¬ 
tract and first team football.

A British player is guaranteed a place in 
Sunday’s men’s and women’s doubles 
wheelchair tennis finals at Wimbledon 
after the draw was made at the All Eng¬ 
land Lawn Tennis Club. 

Grand Slam champions Jordanne 
Whiley and Gordon Reid will both face 
fellow Brits on the opposite side of the 
net in their respective women and men’s 
semi-finals. 

Whiley was among the special guests 
invited into the royal enclosure at Wim¬ 
bledon in the traditional ritual of the 
middle Saturday. 

She and Japan’s Yui Kamiji will play 
Britain’s Louise Hunt and Germany’s 
Katharina Kruger as the top seeds begin 
their Wimbledon women’s doubles titles 
defence tomorrow with a rematch of last 
November’s UNIQLO Wheelchair Dou¬ 
bles Masters final in California. 

Whiley and Kamiji won that contest 
to retain their Doubles Masters title and 
after finishing runners-up at Roland 
Garros last month, they will be aiming 
for their sixth Grand Slam doubles title 
in the last seven majors, having com¬ 
pleted the calendar year Grand Slam in 
2014. 

“Winning my home Grand Slam in 
2014 was an absolutely unforgettable 
experience and Wimbledon is my favour¬ 
ite tournament, so it’s going to be very 
special being on court with two Brits in 
our semi-final and hopefully some en¬ 
thusiastic crowds cheering us on,” said 
Whiley, 23. 

Whiley was recently awarded an MBE 
in the Queen’s Birthday Honours List 
after becoming the first British ten¬ 
nis player to complete a calendar year 
Grand Slam in any event last year. “Me 
and Yui have had several days of practice 
on the grass now and we’re looking for¬ 
ward to moving on from Roland Garros 
and defending our Wimbledon title.”
